There is a simple method of ascer­ 
taining the age of eggs, based u pon the 
fact that the airy space at the broad 
end of the egg increases with its age. 
Now, when the egg is placed in a 
tu mbler of water in which any amou nt 
of common salt is dissolved, it will, 
with increasing age, tend ever more to 
u ssu me a position with its longitu dinal 
axis in a perpendicu lar direction. 
A 
freSh laid egg will lie horizontally on 
the bottom of the vessel. An egg from 
three to fou r days old will rise with its 
broad end, so that its longitu dinal axis 
forms with its horizontal axis an angle 
of 20 degrees. At the age of elght days 
the angle increases to 45 degrees, at 
.the age of two week s to 00 degrees, 
J and at the age of tb*ee week s to abou t 
75 degrees.

than a month old it will float perpen­ 
dicu larly on Its small end.

Can th e entente powers h old out for six mon th s?

Six month s may not be necessary, but th a t’s th e limit of th e necessity.

our contribution to th e war h as been largely “on paper,” 
comparativ ely speaking. 
We were a nation of peace-lov ers. 
Moreov er, we 
wars a nation of proflt-h unters all of us; th ose not after 40 per cent div l 
dsnds were after big increases in wages, as was n atural, Just and proper 
Fo r such a nation to ev en get a start in war was h ard. 
Figh tin g Is th e oppo 
sit# of peace. 
Giv lng-out is th e opposite of going-after. 


But we’v e got th e start! 
With in th e next few mon th s we will be 
turn in g out armies, sh ips, food, munitions, guns, war money at a rate th at 
will astonish th e world, particularly Germany. 
Moreov er, It will be re­ 
markable and contrary to past experience and American ch aracter If, be 
side our extraordin ary production of th e ordinary war means, we don’t, turn 
out some extraordin ary meth ods and mach ines for prosecuting war, to th e 
furth er astonish ment of th e world, particularly Germany for, American 
genius directed along special lines h as always produced wonders. 


We may h av e started slowly, may h av e wasted much and made many 
blunders, but we h av e done much , and, giv en time to apply our sum total, 
w e’ll alter th e aspect of affairs in Europe, Asia and Africa, so sure as God 
gules and righ t Is migh t! 


But we wouldn’t say th ese th ings were th ere any possibility th at Von 
Capelle or oth er German autocrats would read arid believ e th em. 
Th e 


American army is th e most democratic military organization in th e world, 
and th at ev ery man wh o enters it stands at least as good a ch ance of h av ing 
h is merit recognized as h e would in priv ate life. 


Th e rule works both ways. 
At th e same time th at a lot of priv ates arc 
being giv en commissions and adv anced with unexampled rapidity, a lot of 
officers wh o h eld important commands before we entered th e war are being 
reliev ed of th eir commands because th ey h av e failed to make good. Th is, too. 
is someth ing th at appeals to th e nativ e American sense of democracy and 
fair play. 


Few Americans th in k of army serv ice as a “career.” Wh atev er a man ’s 
place in th e organization, h e generally looks upon h is work as a tran sien t 
duty, to be disch arged as well as possible in th e sh ortest time possible, and 
th en abandoned for civ il pursuits. 
Nev erth eless it adds Immensely to th e

Finally, when the collapse of Russie 
revealed the fact that Germany was 
fighting, not a war of self-preserva­ 
tion, but one of conquest pure and 
simple, and that the freedom of tin 
entire world was menaced, any ques­ 
tion of why we are fighting seemed 
superfluous. 
The military party in Germany start­ 
ed the war because it believed the time 
ripe for conquest. 
Proof that ambition, and not consid 
eration of its own safety, prompted 
Germany to begin the war is given bj 
the fact that Serbia and Belgium, twe 
helpless little nations, were the firs' 
attacked. 
Germany had under no compulsion 
signed a solemn treaty to protect the 
neutrality of Belgium. 
When she 
branded tliis treaty “ a scrap of paper,’ 
she gave proof that all her treaties 
would be so considered when her in 
terests demanded. 
In other words 
Germany’s invasion of Belgium raeani 
the tearing up of every treaty which i 
existed between Germany and othet 
nations. It was ample justification foi 
America going to war at that moment

Germany, 
spurred 
by 
successes 
openly began to announce plans foi 
disciplining the United States. 
Sh( 
scoffed at the Monroe doctrine, and 
tried to create a German state ir 
Brazil which, in time would be stronj 
enough to bring about a revolution anc 
overthrew 
democratic 
government 
there. 
By her huge armaments, her disre­ 
gard of treaties, and her evident re­ 
liance on force alone, Germany wms 
rapidly making the world an unsafe 
place in which to live, forcing all oth­ 
er nations to adopt the military sy s­ 
tem. or be at her mercy. 
The Gorman ambition to forca Ger 
man kultur on the remainder of the 
world was well exploited. Kultur, to 
the Gorman mind, was not what cul* 
ture is to us. 
It was the whole Ger 
man system, of government, of com­ 
mercialism and of life. There was 
no place for democracy in a world 
which bore the stamp of German kul- 
tur. If we valued our form of govern­ 
ment, we had to go to war. 
The fight which England and France 
took up from the beginning, and In 
which Belgium and Serbia laid down 
their lives, was America’s fight from 
the first, and America’s fight long be­ 
fore it began, had America but real­ 
ized. 
Now America does dealize, and 
America cannot and will not make 
peqee until the Prussian lust for con­ 
quest Is curbed and the Prussian ¿ulli- 
tar/ power crushed for all time.
